Miss  Mattie  E.  Merrill  was  employed  as  teacher 
each  term,  and  was  well  liked  by  parents  and  scholars.  She  did 
all  in  her  power  to  make  this  a  profitable  school,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  school  we  found  good  advancement  had  been  made.  In 
No.  3  we  have  had  two  terms,  18  weeks  in  all.  Miss  Ina  Robins 
was  employed  as  teacher  each  term.
